U.S. Senate Approves 
Statehood for Hawaii 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Senate voted Wednesday 
night to make Hawaii the 50th 
state of the U.S.A. 

The role call vote was 76-15. 

This long step toward state 
hood for the islands in the Pa- 
cifie came after only a single day 
of debate. 

That debate was punctuated 
by charges that with Hawaii a 
state, the 50th star In the U.S. 
flag would be tinged with com- 
munism.

Soviets Capture 
2 Fishing Boats 


KUSHIRO (Kyodo)—Two 
Japanese dragnet fishing boats 
were captured by a Soviet patrol 
boat yesterday while operating 
about 23 kilometers off Toshimoe 
of the Etorofu Island in the 
Southern Kuriles. 


The 84-ton Kushiteru Maru, 
and the 84ton No. 6 Kogyo 
Maru, both with crews of 16 men 
aboard, were captured at about 
10:40 a.m. and escorted toward 
the Shikotan Island. 


The information was recefved 
by the Kushiro regional office 
of the Maritime Safety Agency 
from another fishing boat operat- 
ing near where the two vessels 
were captured.

Population 
Rise’ Debated 
By ECAFE 


BROADBEACH, Australia 
(AP)—The grave problem of 
Asia’s swiftly increasing mil- 
lions will again be debated at 
the ECAFE (Economic Commis 
sion tor Asia and the Far East) 
conference Friday. 


The discussion on a report on 
population growth was sche 
duled to end Thursday, but 
debate Was adjourned until Fri- 
day, because there was insuffi- 
cient time for all the delegates 
who wanted to speak. 


The r@port said in effect that 
more and more babies are be- 
ing born, fewer babies are 
dving, people are living longer, 
and production of food is just 
not enough to keep up with 25 
million hungry mouths added to 
Asia’s population every year. 


There seemed to be general 
agreement Thursday that . the 
immediate answer is public 
opinion favoring birth control 
and higher production per 
acre. 


Friday will be the halfway 
mark of the 10-day conference. 

So far there has been fairly 
general agreement on these 
main points: 


Production of food and other 
products is lower capita 
than before World War II. 


Establishment of more in- 
dustries, especially of a smaller 
size, would help. 


Industrialization would rales 
the income per capita. History 
shows that when a country’s per 
capita income increases, the 
birth rate declines. 


Red China’s statistics are not 
believed at face value by most 
ECAFE countries. Russia is an 
exception. 


Dumping of goods at cheap 
prices, especially by Communist 
China, is a big worry to several 
ECAFE countries. Some say it 
is an attempt to reduce their 
standard of living by reducing 
employment in importing coun- 
tries. 


The Japanese report told dele- 
gates of the problem posed in 
the 1960s by absorption into the 
labor force of those born in the 
baby boom of the early postwar 
years. 


The report was delivered late 
in the debate by Ryoichi Taka- 
gi, director of the research de- 
partment of the Bank of Japan. 

After 1965, he said, the old 
age population will increase and 


a relative decline will take 
place in the productive age 
population. 


At present, he said, there 
exists considerable underem- 
ployment. 

Reporting that in the three 
latest years the average annual 
Japanese growth rate was 0.92 
per cent, the Japanese repres- 
entative said this figure com- 
pares with France and is below 
the figures of Canada, Australia 
and the United States.

PAINTINGS BY EIRO BISHOP. 


Sometimes the caption of 
-“Art, East and West” is almost 
patently justified. The work of 
a young painter called Eiro 
Bishop is as visibly a product 
of two hemispheres as is his 
very name, In this human be- 
ing and in his art the hybridi- 
gation has produced a freshly 
flavored blend. zs 

The only objection I can raise 
in this case is that the young 
painter has become too good 
too early. It is dangerous to 
become successful and to find 
a formula that sells the art 
while the artist is still in his 
20s. It is obvious why so many 
small red tags were attached 
to these colorful paintings on 
the very first day of the ex- 
hibition. 

Bishop’s work has the be- 
guiling charm of tse French 
Impressionists, even though he 
limits himself to still life and 
landscape, without the added 
seduction of lovely children, 
luscious nudes, and sunlit boat- 
ing-parties on the Seine. 

The sparkle of broken color 
is here used to underline a 
more sober Japanese sense of 
pattern, but through repetition 
the broken strokes and hatch- 
ings amount to a formula that 
may entrap the young artist. 

There are a few instances of 


deviation from the 
into a direction that promises 
experiment and expansion. In 
several landscapes the manner- 
ism of hatching is subdued and 
more emphasis is given to form 
and texture. In these works 
there is also a preoccupation 
with gold and silver underpaint- 
ing, in a classic Japanese style 
that served so well for the dec- 
orative artists of the Korin 
School, 


Young Bishop does not do 
more than hint at this rich 
substratum, without any foolish 
notion’ of “reviving” style. 
In these few paintings I find 
more interest than in t e more 
elegant and domesticated frames 
that are so obviously ready to 
decorate a fine drawing room. 
This artist is too young and 
too gifted to settle into a fixed 
manner before he has explored 
a wider world.

In Royalties 


The Japan Record Association 
yesterday said it was legally 
justified in reducing its payment 
of royalties to BIEM. 


BIEM (Bureau International 
de L’Edition Mecanique) is a 
European international associa- 
tion for record copyrights. 


The statement was issued as a 
counterargument against the 
position taken by the Japan 
Copyright Council, which con- 
curred with BIEM’s complaint 
that the record companies were 
not living up to their contract 
obligations. 


In a counterstatement, the 
Japan Record Association made 
the following points: 

1, The royalty established by 
the Japan Musical Copyright 
Association is a “legal tariff” 
because the association was 
founded on the basis of the 
Intetmediating Business Law. 
which in turn is based on the 
Bern convention concerned 
with copyright protection, 

2. A provision attached to 
the copyright contract signed in 
1956 says royalties will be peg- 
ged at 2 per cent if the 4 per 
cent royalty is not approved 
by the Government. 


Weather Computer 
Set in Motion 


Japan yesterday became the 
first nation in Asia to use an 
electronic computer for weather 
forecasting. 


The IBM 704 model computer, 
rented by the Government from 
the International Business Ma- 
chines Co, of Japan, Ltd, for 
¥160 million a year, was placed 
in 
the newly constructed two 
story building in the Meteoro- 
logical Agency compounds at 
Kanda, Chiyoda Ward, Tokyo. 

The computer was officially 
set in motion when Dr. Kiyoo 
Wadachi, the agency director, 
ressed the button. Agency 
officials and IBM executives 
were present at the ceremony. 

The device is capable of doing 
the work that would otherwise 
require several men two months 
in 2 minutes and 20 seconds.

“Peach marchers” from Tokyo, 
Kyoto and Nagasaki will con- 
verge on Hiroshima in time for 
the world conference. 


The conference is expected to 
adopt a manifesto and resolution 
on outlawing of nuclear weapons 
on its final day.

month. 

In accordance with Kuraishi’s 
request, Koro] is scheduled to 
organize arbitration committees 
which will start work immedi- 
ately. 

Labor Minister Kuraishi 
issued a statement saying the 
Government would implement 
the awards that will be handed 
down by the arbitration com- 
mittees. He asked both the 
management and the unions to 
refrain from illegal struggle ac- 
tions until the arbitration deci- 
sion is given. 

Kuraishi told reporters tha 
the question of whether the 
Government would have to com- 

lle a supplementary budget to 
mplement the arbitration award 
depends upon the amount of 
wage hike to be recommended. 

The Government, he said, will 
first “scrape up” all budget 
funds available for implement- 
ing of the arbitration award. If 
they prove insufficient, a sup- 
plementary budget will be com- 
piled, he said.

Drastic Steps Save: 
Cancerous Women 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 
PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP)—An 
operation which empties the 
pelvic area of almost all its 
vital organs has become a worth- 
while means of saving the lives 
of women wth far advanced 
eancen of the cervix, a@ New 
York surgeon.reported recent! 
Despite the mutilation invotv- 


ed, several hundred American, 


women are alive, well and hap- 
py because they submitted to 
it, said Dr, Alexander Brunsch- 
wig of Cornell University’s 
Medical Sehool. 

Dr. Brunschwig addressed a 
seminar sponsored by the Ar- 
zona division of the American 
Cancer Society. The meeting 
was organized to give reports 
on the control of cancer and to 
show some of the actual clinica! 
gains made against the dread 
disease. 

First performed about a 
dozen years ago, the operation 
now is being done at several 
medical centers in the U.S. and 
in Europe. 

Some of the women who had 
been considered “lost cases” 
have lived 10 years or more 
after the surgery, Dr. Brunsch- 
wig said. ; 

The technique is useful in 
attacking cancer that has spread 
from the cervix, or neck of the 
womb, to other parts of the 

lvic basin. In many of these, 

. Brunschwig said, the malig- 
nancy reappeared after having 
been treated by radiation. 

Where the malignancy has 
spread beyond the cervix but 
still is confined to the pelvic 
area, one out of five women can 
be saved for five years or more, 
the surgeon said. . 

The complete operation takes 
out all the sex organs and re 
lated tissues and the intestines. 
In some, the bladder is remov- 
ed. In others, the colon and 
rectum are sacrificed. 

“Of all the women I have 
seen who have had the opera- 
tion,” Dr. Brunschwig said, “I 
have yet to see one who re- 
gretted it.”

The mine is said to be one of

U.S. Said 
Developing 


NewEconomy 


Edgar Baker, managing direc- 
tor of Time-Life International, 
said vesterday that the United 
States is developing “a brand 
new economics,” never before 
seen in the world. 


Speaking at a luncheon of the 
American Chamber of Com- 
merce in Japan held at the 
American Club in Tokyo, Baker 
said that the 1957-58 recession 
was the sharpest since the end 
of the World War II, but it was 
one of the briefest dips of the 
24 economic declines that have 
taken place since 1854, 

Baker sald that today’s Amer- 
ican consumer was a brand new 
animal, as different from the 
American consumer of 1929 or 
1939 as the Thunderbird is 
from a Model A 

The American businessman, 
he said, is “a new economic crea- 
ture with a whole set of reac- 
tions. The stock market is 
totally new in its presentday 
workings. What makes the con- 
struction industry run is totally 
new and the Government acts 
in ways that have evolved into 
something brand new.” 

The visiting American busi- 
nessman said that the average 
American, enjoying a long-term 
upgrading of his income, no 
longer lives as close to the line 
of life’s necessities as in the 
past. Food, shelter, clothing 
and other necessities such as’ 
medicine and insurance take de- 
clining portion of incomes, leav- 
ing a growing share to be spent 
at the individual's discretion, he 
said. 

Baker said that disposable 
personal income for the 1958 
was $311,000 million, and in 
1959, it is likely to go up to 
$335,000 million. 

He said that last year’s discre- 
tionary income was 34.6 per cent 
of disposable income but the 
percentage is expected to rise to 
348 per cent next year. 

He pointed out that the grow- 
ing discretionary spending is 
due to two factors: 1) expan- 
sion of the total of disposable 
income and 2) migration of peo- 
ple in higher income brackets. 

Baker said that the industrial 
revolution in thte United States 
relegated agriculture to a minor 
place among the nation’s occu- 
pations. 

Baker predicted that the U-S. 
population, already over 175,- 
000,000, will expand by 5 to 15 
millions by 1965, and may sur- 
pass 200,000,000 by the year 
1970. 

“This tremendous growth,” 
he said, “opens new market pos- 
sibilities. What is less well 
understood, however, is that 
growth of the econorny to date 
has been supported by an un- 
precedented increase in the 
number and variety of products 
available on the market place.” 

He said that the United States 
industry is spending an esti- 
mated $10, million a year on re- 
search of all kinds. 

He said that the food industry 
has been eminently successful 
at getting the same proportion 
of the consumer dollars over the 
years, about 26 per cent. 

Retailing is becoming more 
concentrate, thus making it 
easier, more attractive and more 
economical for the shopper to 
spend his money to enrich his 
standard of living, he said. 

He said that 22,000 super- 
markets account for one-third 
of all retail sales in the United 
Stats, food supermarkets con- 


stituting only five per cent of 


all food stores and accounting 
for roughly 60 per cent of all 
food sales. 

Baker said their sales are 
estimated to have increased 
from $16,000, million in 1954 to 
$27,000 million this vear, handl- 
ing 5,000 assorted items.

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The United States has 
made the “strongest possible” 
representations to Japanese and 
Hongkong manufacturers and 
officials regarding the unauthor- 
ized use of American designs 
and patents, it was reported 
Wednesday. 

Rep. Florence Dwyer (R-N.J.) 
said in a press statement she 
had cabled Henry Kearns, 
assistant secretary of commerce 
for international affairs, while 
he was touring the Far East 
citing cases of Japanese and 
Hongkong exports to the United 
States of products designed and 
developed in this country, urg- 
ing him to protest against this 
practice. 

She said Kearns replied in a 
letter: “I made the strongest 
possible representation while in 
both Japan and Hongkong re- 
garding the unauthorized use of 
American designs and patents. 

“I am happy to say that in 
Japan important steps are being 
taken to eliminate this difficulty. 
There is a real awareness on 
the part of the Japanese Govern- 
ment that this traditional prac- 
tice must be eliminated if good- 
will is to prevail in our trade 
relations. : 

“In Hongkong there is no 
deliberate attempt at pirating, 


in my opinion. But the Hong- 
kong producers are making 
goods to the specifications of 


American buyers, and in some 
cases this would tend to result 
in copying. I called this to the 
attention of the Hongkong 
manufacturers and the Govern- 
ment,” Kearn’s letter said.

France Turns Down 
Proferred Loan 


PARIS (UPI)—France turned 
down a proferred foreign loan 
of $158,000,000 Wednesday in a 
striking show of confidence in 
the austerity economic policy 
of Gen. Charles de Gaulle. 

The loan was pledged to 
France at the turn of the year 
by British, German, Belgian and 
Dutch banks on behalf of their 
Governments. ‘The idea was to 
tide France over the possibie re- 
pereussions of De Gaulle’s de- 
valuation of the franc and its 
partial convertibility. 

France devalued the franc and 
joined most other West Furo- 
pean nations in making its cur- 
rency externally convertible on 
Dec. 27. 

But the French share in the 
general move to make interna- 
tional trade less inhibited re- 
presented something of a gam- 
ble. 

Unlike most other nations 
which made their currencies 
partially convertible, France 
did not have substantial gold 
and foreign currency reserves 
to absorb the shock of a pos- 
sible sudden run on francs in 
foreign markets. 

A combine of American banks, 

headed by the Chase National 
of Manhattan, chipped in a 
$250,000,000 loan to boost the 
French reserves. The American 
bank loan was accepted. 
_ Another $80,000,000 placed at 
the disposal of the Bank of 
France by the International 
Monetary Fund, also is being 
gratefully accepted, Wednes- 
day’s announcement said.

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Shadows of War 


In response to a question, President Eisenhower said 
Wednesday that he was not ruling out the possibility of 


a nuclear 


war over Berlin. 


This is a grave statement 


- and suggests to the ordinary person that the international 
situation is even more serious than appears on the surface. 

It is true that Mr. Eisenhower said again, as he has 
said before, that if hostilities were started over Berlin, 
it would be the Soviet Union, and not the Western allies, 
that would start them. But it has been our feeling that 
Moscow had no intention of starting a war over Berlin 
although we have expected it to give the Western powers 
every sort of trouble short of that. 

If, however, President Eisenhower is in receipt of 
information calculated to make one change such an opinion, 


it is a most serious matter. 


We do not like talk of war, whether it be of a “ground” 
war or a “nuclear” war; indeed, we fully realize that, in 
the future, no major war is likely to be other than a 
“nuclear” war with consequent vast destruction for all 
humanity. As no one would be likely to gain anything 
from such a conflict, it is difficult to believe that any sane 


person could be found to plunge into it. 


It is hard to 


believe that even Moscow can be that foolish. Neverthe- 
less, we have to realize that when individual, ideological 
or national tempers rise high enough, there is always the 
danger of some irrational action that will lead to an un- 


controllable explosion. 


It is in these circumstances that we would urge on 
all concerned a greater effort to secure a working solution 
to the worst tensions in Europe—a solution that would 
at least permit the nations to avoid greater friction than 


is so conspicuous at present. 


The stand of the Western 


powers on Berlin and their suggestions for the reunification 
of Germany seem to us to provide a basis for a workable 
plan if Moscow would only agree to negotiate details upon 


it. Soviet Premier Khrushchev, however, 


apparently 


refuses to give up his “Free City” plan which the Western 
powers believe is tantamount to an attempt to make the 
city an eventual capital for an entrenched Communist 
regime in East Germany. His eagerness to detach West 
Berlin from its connections with West Germany, the 
Western democracies and the Free World generally must 


have some ulterior motive. 


Whatever the secret details 


of that motive may be, we may be pretty sure that the 
over-all effect aimed at is a weakening of the free nations 
and a strengthening of the Communist bloc. Once again 


we 


are thrown back to the understanding that the 


fundamental threat to the world’s peace is contained in 
the conflict between liberal democracy and the system of 
communism which the Communists have elected to in- 


troduce into the modern age.

The Communists have the initiative because they have 
the mal prepense—the evil thought to destroy that which 
they dub the “capitalist system” but which goes much 
deeper and wider than a mere economic philosophy. Even 
if a workable solution to the problem of Germany co 
be devised that would not dispose of the other tensi 
due to this cause. To dispose of all international tensions 
as they exist on this worldwide scale it is necessary that 
Moscow should completely change its objective—that is to 
say from “world revolution” to world cooperation. 

President Eisenhower, in answering more questions 
on Wednesday, said he did not think very much of Mr. 
Khrushchev’s new suggestion for settling Berlin’s future. 
The Soviet Premier had proposed allowing minimum num- 
bers of American, British and French, as well as Soviet 


troops, to remain in West 


Berlin sectors if the West 


accepted the Soviet plan to make West Berlin a so-called 
Free City. What lay immediately behind such a suggestion 
one can only surmise. Apparently, Mr. Khrushchev felt 
that the presence of a mere handful of foreign troops 
could be made consistent with eventual control by the 


Communist regime. 


In this connéction, it may be em- 


phasized that West Berlin has close and profitable .connec- 
tions in many fields of endeavor with West Germany, a 
fact that makes both the Russians and German Communists 


acutely envious. 


However that may be, it is plain enough 


that in order to please Grotewohl, Ulbricht & Co., and to 
save their own face, the Kremlin leaders are prepared to 


go through all manner of contortions. 


But we think (and, 


of céurse, hope) that these will stop short of a plunge 


into the maelstrom of war—which we have now 
notice would be of the nuclear variety.

It would seem that there is little more that the Western 
allies can do at present than to stand firm on their 


fundamental platform on Germany and Berlin; they have - 


a clear conscience and it is necessary also to have faith 
—faith that the right will prevail. That there have been 
mistakes in the past—there could hardly have been a 
graver one than the original partition of Germany—is 
certain enough but the only remedy for the future is 
absolute firmness on principles while making it clear on 
just what points negotiations on details would be possible.

Coal Mine Industry 

Still deep in a slump, the coal 
mining industry is not likely to 
rebutid itself in the near future. 
The industry's stock pile has 
reached a post-war high and 
demand for coal is still low. In 
the. circumstances, opinion is 
gaining strength in various 
quarters for the need of an over- 
all energy policy. In other 
words, it is hoped that the Gov- 
ernment will take up the coal 
problem in connection with 
other energy sources such as 
electric power and heavy oil. 
The Government's mere protec- 
tive policy will not suffice to 
rebuild the coal mining indus- 
try. The industry is required 
to make energetic efforts in 
pagers | out a plan to rational- 
ize itself.—Sankei Shimbun 


Industrial Investment 

Investments in industrial 
facilities are tending to increase 
of late. The Federation of Eco- 
nomic Organizations, as well as 
banking circles, seems intent on 
tackling the problem in earnest. 
It is our view that effective 
measures, as planned by the 
federation and the banking cir- 
cles, will be needed to regulate 
or adjust the excessive -invest- 
ment trends in industry. The 
nation’s industry should be 
more cautious and prudent in 
expanding the facilities. Until 
just recently, the industry had 
suffered from surplus facilities 
and it is hoped that it will bear 
this fact in mind, It is hoped 
that enterprises will refrain 
from conducting excessive com- 
petition for expansion programs. 
—Mainichi Shimbun 


Health Insurance System 

Two hospitals, one attached 
to Osaka Medical College and 
the other attached to Niigata 
Medical College, have refused 
to give treatment to patients 
under the National Health In- 
surance System. It is deplor- 
able that those hospitals are be- 
having in such manner. It is 
unreasonable for state-managed 
hospitals to refuse treatment to 
National Health Insurance 
policy-holders.

WASHINGTON—What is the 
truly significant news from 
Washington? It is not the 
posturings of those seeking 
petty, mean, personal political 
or party advantage for the 
Presidential election year of 
1960. It is not the running 
debate over “spending” and 
“saving,” though this is not 
unimportant, 

And it is not even the fact 
that the world may be approach- 
ing the ultimate war over the 
determination of the Russians 
to drive the Western Allies out 
of vital German positions bought 
long ago with so much Allied 
blood, 

No, none of this is the real 
news from Washington. And 
though only a happy fool could 
describe the real news as 
news, it may fairly. be called 
decent news—and, in its way, 
actually heartening.

Ceylon’s Headaches

COLOMBO (UPI)—Prime Min- 
ister S. W. R. D. Bandara- 
naike of Ceylon has successfully 
weathered the storm whipped 
up by the opposition in the 
shape of a oneday general 
strike over the Government's 
new security laws. 

But this strike did not exhaust 
the opposition’s struggle against 
the new legislation. Leaders of 
the campaign against these laws 
are experienced and able politi- 
cians. They have promised to 
fight to the bitter end. 

Whether they can do any bet- 
ter than they fared March 3 
with a one-day géneral strike 
in which 10 major unions joined 
is a moot point. The Govern- 


ment’s view seems to be that of the

This does not, however, mean 
that Bandaranaike’s political 
headaches have been erased. 
Ceylon’s lean, &pectacled Pre- 
mier, who led a coalition to vic- 
tory at the elections in April 
1956, faces difficulties from out-

PeThe latter flow from the right- 
left tussle among his own lieu- 
tenants. The Government coali- 
tion is mage up of Bandara- 
naike’s Sri Lanka (Ceylon) 
Freedom Party, a socialist 
group, and the VLSSP (Revolu- 
tionary Socialist Party) which 
follows more extreme Marxist 
doctrines. 

The Freedom Party is the 
larger group. The VLSSP had 
only two members in the Cabi- 
net of 15 ministers. But what 
it lacks in numerical strength, 
the VLSSP makes up for in 
greater energy which has serv- 
ed to dissuade some of the 
younger elements in the Free- 
dom Party from faithfully fol- 
lowing their own more moderate 
leaders. 

The Marxists in the govern- 
ing coalition stand fo~ a rapid 
program of nationalization—the 
foreign-owned tea and rubber 
plantations are eyed by them 
—and for a larger measure of 
State enterprise in both busi- 
ness and industry. They also 
stand for radical land reforms. 

The marriage between right 
and left was contracted out of 
the exigencies of politics on the 
eve of the 1956 elections, but it 
has never run a very smooth 
course. The mdderate right 
wing has steadfastly fought 
against the Marxist left, and 
their tussle has occasionally 
spilled out into the open. 

Cabinet ministers have been 
known to berate one another 
at public meetings, and on more 
than one occasion, Bandara- 


naike has been forced to pull 
them up and admonish them, 
The moderates in Bandara- 
naike’s party have not given up 
the struggle. They recently 
showed they are prepared to 
ignore even Bandaranaike’s 


Freedom Party executive, they 
succeeded in nominating their 
own candidate for the post of 
general secretary, blocking the 
way to reelection of the out- 
going secretary favored by 
Bandaranaike. 

This isste is expected to be 
pursued at the annual session 
Freedom Party scheduled 
toward the end of March. 
Younger members of the party 
may oppose election of the right- 
wing nominee for the key post 
of party secretary. 

It is generally believed that 
the younger rank and file mem- 
bers are not willing to accept 
leadership of right-wing minis- 
ters 


Bandaranaike has consistent- 
ly tried throughout to keep the 
coalition together. At times, he 
seems to have thrown his weight 
with the left-wing, but he has 
so far been able to carry the 
moderates with him. 

Significance of the right-wing 
success in having its nominee 
accepted by the party executive 
is that for the first time the mo- 
derates were prepared to ignore 
the Premier’s wishes, when nor- 
mally they have been ready to 
accept the Premier’s view on al- 
most every issue. 

The moderates also showed 
scant respect for the Prime 
Minister’s view that the great- 
est danger to the Government 
comes from the right-wing 
United National Party, which 
it replaced in 1956 and which 
has lately shown signs of new 
vigor. 

The internal quarreling has 
weakened the Government as a 
whole. Bandaranaike’s coali- 
tion came to power three years 
ago. Though the Prime Min- 
ister has held the coalition 
together, the internal tussle has 
not lessened. On the contrary, 
it seems to have intensified. 

Future developments will 
have a powerful bearing on the 
nationwide parliamentary elec- 
tions due in mid-1961. 

Both the United National 
Party on the extreme right and 
the Lanka Sama Samaj Party, 
(Trotskyists) on the extreme 
left are watching the situation 
carefully.

Kawagoe Daishi 


The Kita-in Temple, common- 
ly called Kawagoe Daishi, at 
Kawagoe, Saitama Prefecture, 
is one of the oldest temples in 
Kanto, It was originally estab 
lished in 830, and some parts 
of the structure built at the 
beginning of the 17th century 
are still preserved. The temple 
possesses many Valuable art 
and religious relics.

Repatriation of Koreans 


To the Editor: 

It has been with 
disgust that I have read the 
various distorted statements and 
bombastic threats made by the 
ROK minister Mr.-Yiu Tai Ha. 

Glancing through my copy of 
The Japan Times this morning, 
I observed that Mr. Yiu was 
again rattling his saber and giv- 
ing Japan a “final chance” to 
retract her offer to permit any 
Koreans desiring to go to North 
Korea to do so. In’ your “letters 
to the editor” section I saw a 
particularly crude piece of pro- 
one signed “Scandinavian.” 

e latter was obviously written 
by Mr. Yiu himself or some 
other Syngman Rhee stooge, in- 
asmuch as it follows their line 
exactly and completely ignores 
the facts. I believe the follow- 
ing points should be stressed. 

First, Japan is not deporting 
or repatriating these Koreans. 
It is merely granting them per- 
mission to leave Japan if they 
desire to do so. This is a basic 
human right which should be 
denied no one. 

Second. The statement that 
these people are really offered 
no choice except discrimination 
in Japan or siavery in North 
Korea, when made by the ROK 
is laughable. Koreans in Japan 
may not always be accorded 
equal job preference with Japa- 
nese, but is that so strange when 
many Japanese themselves are 
unemployed? The = situation 
would be the same in any coun- 
try in the world, On the other 
hand, many successful Korean 
businessmen in Tokyo refuse to 
employ their own countrymen 


here, because they are, as they 
put it, “lazy and  wuntrust- 
worthy.” 


the hands of the Communists, 
is undoubtedly a most miserable 
place to live, as are all coun- 
tries unfortunate or foolish 
enough to have come under 
Communist rule. However, this 
fact has been well publicized in 
Japan, and should these people 
still wish to go there knowing 
this, then that is their right 
and freedom. 

Fourth. The Republic of Ko- 
rea itself is a police state under 
the dictatorship of Syngman 
Rhee, and certainly does not 
offer any more freedom to pau- 
pers than do the Communists in 
the north. Millions of unem- 
ployed men and. women roam 
the. streets of Seoul and other 
ROK cities, without relief or 
hope of work, and thousands of 
children of school age are to 
be found among them, begging, 
shining shoes and stealing. 

It is small wonder, therefore, 
that these Koreans in Japan do 
not wish to return to this situa- 
tion, and in desperation are 
turning to the north. If any 
blame should be attached to the 
fact that North Korea will short 
ly receive a” badly needed man- 
power boost, then it should be 
attached to the ROK Govern- 
ment for permitting the millions 
of dollars of US. aid they have 
received to be dissipated through 
graft into the corrupt hands of 
the members of the ROK civil 
service and the politicians. 
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
